The 
prisover was a Dr, August Brimanve, alias Aaron Brimann, a Roumanian, aged 27, 
Herr Brimanus, or Brimann, is, it may uuleti ating!y be said, one of the most re- 
murkable persons that has (ver made his appearance in a Vienna Court to answer a 
crimiral charge, sud hia trial kas been attended by the compl: test exposition of the 
miner in which the anti-Semitic agitation has been carried on, not only in this 
country, but also in Germony, Brimann for a long time, the leading apirit ia 
this dirvraceful movement, notwithetandiny that he is the son ef Jewish parents 
end practised Judaism during the earlier y@ars of hia eventful life. His-knowled¢ce 
of the whole dcm.in of Jewish literature, And especially of the Talmud, is of the 
mort rinarkable and extensive kind, and it was cleariy shown during the trial that 
tO greats his familiarity with the Talmud that he may almost be said to know it 
by heart. In Greek and Latin literature he is scarcely hss veracd ; and, in fact, he 
proved himself to-day to be one of the fore:mort classical scholars of the ave, Un- 
furiunately, however, the extent of his learnicg is not greater than that of his 
di pravity, and his whole life, as Jaid bare in the evidence given to-day, shows him 
to be utterly void of principle, When barely 15 ycars of age he married a young 
Jewers, whom he shortly afterwards abandoned, leaving with ber two cbildrer, 
Ile then changed his name and resided successively at Berlin, Paderborn, and Wiirz- 
burg, in all of which places he specdily attracred the attention of learned. men by 
the profandity and varicty of his learnirg, Mis next step was to turn Protestant, 
but tiring of this, upparentiy, after a few months, he went over to Roman Catho- 


licism, and was very shortly afte: wards taken up by the leaders of the anti-Semitic 
agitation. 


Tre writings of Professor R 
ing the doctrines 


ohling and other well-known anti-Semites, attack- 
and ritual of the Jewish Church, were shown to-day to have been 
either actually written or directly inspired by Beimann, who furthermore cave 
lk e808 in the Ta'mud to Professor Rohling, at a time when the latter was. in the 
estimation of mcst Talmudic students, considered the greatest living authority on 
the subjec’, 

Oniy last year Brimann published a pamphlet entitled

ment at the time of i's publication. His sole object ia employing his ability aud 
his pen in these works appears to have been not conviction, but a desire for money

Governois would remember that a sub-committee had eome time ago been appointed, 
not only to find situations fur boys leaving the Asylum, but to arrange that tiey 
should be visited from time to time at their places of employment, Tutat plan had 
answered, and it had been enlarged soas to take ia youths who bad left the Asylum 
some time back, but who were etill serving ticir apprentice ship, Mr. N. 8S. Ja: eph 
and Mr., Lazarus, the gentlemen who had undertaken this werk, had encountered 
one great difficulty, and that was to obtain good places for the boys. lie, there- 
fore, would once more appeal to Jewish employers of labour to take lads leaving 
the Asylam int» their service. The Committee haviue, 5s» to: peak, work d up the 
aw material into manufactured articles, could do no more than endeavour to 
obtain suitable places for them. As for thegirls he was glad to say that a number 
of ladies bad been found who had expressed their willingucss to visit them in their 
situations after they bad qaitted the ¢sylum. These ladies were Mre. Behrend, Mrs. 
Lionel Lucas, Mrs. D, Q. Henriques, Mre. B. L. Cohen, Mra. N. S. Joseph, and Miss 
Lazarus. Dr. Behrend then read the following documents: A letter from Mr. 
Charles Montagu, containing a debenture boud for £100, the interest of which was 
to be appropriated as a p ize to be given to an orphan and to be named the 
Samuel Moses prize ; letter from Mr. Maurice Beddington, announcing his intention 
to place at the disposal of the Committee £250 to found one prize or more, cr its 
inte reset tobe uacd In al y other mauler as they might think fit: and highly satisfacti ry 
reports from the English and Hebrew Exsminers, Mr. Ricks and the Rev, 8, Singer. 
Having also announced that he had, on the partof the Committee and Governors, 
sent a letter of congratulation to Sir Nathaniel de Bothschild on his elevation, and 
having read the reply thereto, Dr. Behrend eoncluded by remarking that great 
credit for the excellent woiking of the Asylum was due to the teaching 
staff, headed by the Rev. 5. H, Harris, the Matron, Mies Harrie, and to the energy of 
the Hou-e Committee, under the chairmanship of Mr, Edward Davis. 

A song having been well rendered by the children, Mr. Arthur Cohen, assisted 
by his caughter, delivered the prizes and subsequently addre-sed the meeting. Mr. 
Couen, after glancing at the history of the institution, both before and since 
the amalgamation of the Jews’ Hospital with the Orphan Asylum, said that all the 
favourable results which bad been anticipated from this amalgamation had been 
realised, and every year had brought with it an increased economy of time, lavour 
end expense. Oo his right sat the manu (Dr, Behrend) to whom a!}l these advautayes 
were Cue, a man who by his eminent position, culture, and zealous philanthropy, 
Was in every way fit to preside over an institution that combined in iteelf a hospital, 
an osylum and a echool, tut it was not necessary for him to dilate on Dr, Bebrend’s 
tervives, for they were well known and deservedly appreciated by tae Governors. 
Turning te the educational progress of the children, he believed be was right in 


baypng that the average number of pases in Board Schools was 88 per cent. He bad 
egtd tbat day that the percentage of\passes in the As;lum was per cent. among 
th@ boys and 100 per cent. among the Qirls. That they were well locked after was 


evident ; any one need but walk afonug the passages and rooms to s2e the care 
h which the children were watche@ over. As for the teachers they had every 
son to be satisfied with the fruits of Work they had achievel!, There could be no 
ibt that Jews all over thre world had been remarkably sucecssfal in what they 
hay undertaken, Only that morning be had read a pas-age in the celebrated letter 
which Menatseh ben Israel had sent to Oliver Cromwell, whereiu he beeought the 
Prutector to readmit the Jews into England. In that letter attention was called to 
the commercial activity of the Jews, and it was indeed a fact that persecution had 
strengthened their nerver, and mae them successful in the only path which they 
were allowed to tread, viz., tha path of commerce. So much so was this the case 
that it bad been said that to the Jews the mercantile world owed bills of exchanve 
aud policies of insurance, But wealih alone did not make a nation great. A statue 
of goid alone was after all an ugly thing. Gold was a powerful Means, but it was 
only a means toanend, He mentioned this because the libe rty which Jews now 
enjoyed in this country was not alone due to their possession of wealth, but they 
had been gained through the just recognition of their merits, In the Universities 
there were now Jewish students who were unfettered by any disabilities, and in the 
late Master of the Rolle, the country had had one of the most efticient judges who 
ever satonthebench, Having now gained such a favourable position, it behove 1 the 
Jewish community to improve its institutions, so as to show that it deserved all the 
succers which it had been fortunate to obtain. (Cheers). Mr. Cohen concluded with 
pome forcible and earnest words of advice to the children. 

Mr. 6, L. COHEN said that at the last General Court he had announced that when 
the Governors met again in July, be would ask them to express their sense of grati- 
tude to their honoured friend, the President ; and very few words were necessary to com- 
mend to their favour the resolution which he was about to propose for the accept- 
ance ol the meeting.

LORD ROTHSCHILD. 


-- 


Yesterday (Thursday) Lord Rothschild was swora in and formally took his 
seat for the first time in the Hlouse of Lords. 

At four o'clock the Lord Chancellor, as is his custom when a newly-created 
ser is to be introduced into the House, took his seat upon the Woolsack, wearing 
bis judicial black gown and his three-cornered black hat over his full-bottomed 
siz. the cilded mace and richly embroidered purse—morone velvet embroidered 
with gold thread and pearls, within which is the Great Seal of England of which 
be is the custodian—resting on the Woolsack behind him. Within the rails and 
sround the steps of the Throne, where they are technically not in the House, stand 
a few members of the House of Commons to whom the privilege is accorded of 
entering the Gilded Chamber through the lobby. In the Peeresses’Galleries there 
are several ladies, amongst them being the Lady Rothschild and the Countess of 
lose be ry.

In the meantime all the necessary arrangements had been made for a cere- 
wonial unique tin the history of the Constitution of Great Britain—a’ Jew 
raised to the dignity of a Peer, was to take the Oath on acopy of the Law, sub- 
s:ribe the roll of peers, and take his seat as a Baron of the United Kingdom. 
From the Robing Room where the newly-created Baron habits himself in his 
robes of scarlet cloth, embroidered with ermine and lace of gold, a small pro- 
cession was formed headed by Black Rod in Court dress carrying in his hand 
his white wand of office, and followed by the Garter King of Arms, Sir Albert 
William Woods, from the Ilerald’s Office, bearing the Patent of the New Peer and 
the Writ of Parliament which atthe proper moment he is to present to the Lord 
Chancellor, the Deputy Lord Great Chamberlain, Lord Aveland, with Lord Rosebery 
and Lord Carrington, whoare tointroduce the new peer and to stand by his side while 
he takes the oath of allegiance and subscribes the roll ; afterwards accompanying 


going with him out of the Chamber into the Robing Room. All these peers, 

habited in their robes of State and carrying black cocked hats in their hands—the 

official robes of the Garter King of Arms on which the insignia of the Herald's 

College is emblazoned, putting in the shade all others by its magnificence—enter 

the House through the great brass gates opposite the Woolsack, and proceed the 

whole length of the Chamber to the Woolsack whereon the Lord Chancellor sits, 

still wearing his three-cornered judicial hat above his flowing wig. To the Lord 

Chancellor the Royal Patent and Writ of Parliament are presented and handed 

back to the new peer, who returnstothetable, accompanied by his supporters, and 

passes them to the Reading Clerk (Mr. Slingsby Bethell) who reads them both 
a'oud to the House so that there may be no mistake ag to the honours and dig- 
nities Which it has been Her Most Gracious Majesty's pleasure to confer on one 
who in the language of Parliament is to be “Our well trusted and well beloved 
cousin.” Then comes the oath of allegiance : “I, Nathanicl Mayer Rothschild, 

do hereby swear that I will be faithful and bear true allegiance to Her Majesty 
Wueen Victoria, her heirs and successors according to law, So help me God.” 
Lord Rothschild covers his head and kisses the small copy of the Old Testament 
printed in Hebrew (which at his request had been specially provided), 
This 18 followed by signing the roll of peers—a long scroll of parchment 
bearing the signatures of the peers of the realm of Great Britain and Ireland. 
Crossing the floor of the House the procession of peers return behind the cross 
benches, and the new peer with his supporters sitting on the Barons’ Bench —the 
lifth from the floor—put on their hats and three times exchange salutations with 
the Lord Chancellor, Standing again on the floor and removing his hat—as is the 
etiquette of the House every peer uncovering on rising—the noble Lord is 
‘sain presented in form to the Lord Chancellor who shakes him cordially by 
the hand, The quaint ceremony ends by the noble Lords retiring from the 
House into the Lobby. 


After urrobing, Lord Rothschild returned to the House and took his seat 
among his fellow peers.

THE CONSECRATION OF THE DALSTON SYNAGOGUE, 


— 


Tue Consecration of the Dalston Synagogue on Sunday last adds 
another important place of worship to those connected with the United 
Synagogue. The congregation for whom the new edifice has been built is 
the eleventh, and the latest, constituent of the Union. Its admission into 
the United Synagogue was accomplished a short time ago after some delay ; 
but the opening of the building in Poet’s Road for public }worship con 
stitutes the outward sign of its new-found dignity. The con:fregation has 
hitherto met in an iron building, which, however agreeable @: ¢ object from 
the point of view of the economist, is less fair to the satheil dye or in the 
sight of those who are anxious that the community should fill a sufficiently 
large place in the estimation of other sects. Temporary synagogues are 
admirable expedients for satisfying the devotional requirements of nascent 
congregations. They permit of a probationary period in which the strength 
of the congregation has time to manifest itself, and in which the extent of 
its ability to support a permanent place of worship can be ganged. But 
when this period is past, and the stability of the congregation has been 
placed beyond all doubt, then the erection of a synagogue which shall be 
worthy of the community becomes a matter of almost imperative necessity. 
It is satisfactory to know that the necessity has been recognised by the 
Dalston Jews. The Consecration of their new Synagogue symbolises, as 
we have said, their attainment to the dignity of a constituent of the United 
Synagogue. The power of maintaining a permanent House of Prayer, 
pleasing to the eye in respect both of design and situation, was virtually 
the condition precedent to their admission into the Union. For the sake of 
the congregation itself and of the community at large, last Sunday's event 
affords legitimate cause for congratulation. 

Henceforth the Dalston Jews will be able to worship under condition: 
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sich are the most favourable to devotion. The prayerful heart, of course, 
can be devout in any place. It needs not the stimulus of exceptionally 
favourable surroundings. But the majority of us are not prayerful peop’e. 
Save when some rare crisis in life comes, stirring the soul to its very depths 
and pouring it out in supplication, when “the fountains of the mighty deep 
are broken up, and the windows of heaven are opened ,” men are not moved 
to prayer except at the bidding of an outward impulse. Hence the neces- 
sity for Sabbaths and synagogues, for times and places specially set apart 
for devotional acts. Hence, too, the need for synagogues whose external 
characteristics shall be such as invite to worship. There can be no question 
as to the favourable influence which the gratification of the wsthetic sense 
exercises on devotion. We are all more likely to find ourselves in the mood 
for prayer in an edifice whose spacious and harmonious proportions seem to 
make it the residence of the Divine Spirit than in a mean, ugly and incon- 
venient shed, the utter unfitness of which to constitute a shrine is apparent 
from, so to speak, its own confession, Moreover, an appropriate place of 
worship usually ensures an appropriate service. A slipshod rendering of the 
prayers ‘s rebuked and forbidden by the building itself ; the intrinsic import- 
ance of the fane imparts a corresponding dignity'to the form of adoration. 
Somethittg of. this kind has occurred at Dalston already. While the 
temporary synagogue was used sermons were a rare luxury for the 
congregation, With the opening of the new building a regular system of 
pulpit instruction will be inaugurated. This is progress indeed. The age 
of “iron "—of the iron synagogue that is—has been replaced by the 
ace of gold—of that religious teaching which is as fine gold, “ puri- 
fied sevenfold.” Nor must the effect of an. appropriate house of 
prayer in increasing the number of worshippers be overlooked. Too 
many people have an aversion, real or pretended, to a “ Bethel,” 
even though it constitutes the only place of religious assembly which is 
practically available for them. They object to a small, unsuitable building 
on personal or communal grounds, which, though sincere enough, ought 
to be waived in consideration of the necessity of public worship and 
of the duty of supporting it 
shape. 


however unattractive its temporary 
Not unfrequently, however, the objection is little better than 
an excuse for not attending any place of worship, or for declining to contribute 
to its maintenance. The Dalston congregation has been forced out of its 
temporary synagogue by the growth of its numbers ; but it may confidently 
look forward to a still larger accession of members as the result of the open- 
ing of its new building. Nay, the new Synagogue will assuredly draw people 
to it in a geographical, as well as in a spiritual, sense. Synagogues follow 
worshippers, but worshippers also follow synagogues. The pioneers raise the 
religious citadel ; but it speedily becomes a centre around: which a host 
of new settlers range themselves. 

The-consecration of the Dalston Synagogue is thus an event of deep 
interest to the community as well as to the congregation of whose growing 
strength it is at once the proof and the presage. Every important con- 
gregation added to the community means a solid increase of its moral and 
religious strength, Moreover, the replacing of a make-shift place of worship 
by a synagogue spacious and fair to look upon, is a step in the movement 
which has resulted from the under which 
the Jew lives in civilized lands. It is an indication of that dissatisfaction 
with undignified places of worship which Jews feel now as the direct conse- 
quence of the liberty and security which they enjoy. In olden days no situ- 
ation was too obseure or poverty-stricken for a\synagogue. It was thrust 
away into some inaccessible and squalid alley, and;there it remained even to 
ourown days, The dearest wish of the Jew was to hide his place of wor- 
ship from thé notice and the insults of his neighbours. To the Israelite of a 
st ll earlier age it was a refuge in a twofold sense ay well asa house of prayer. 
It was a stronghold to which he eould retire with his brethren in case of 
attack, and an asylum where he found peace and solace amid the harassing 
fears and the cruel woes which he suffered at the hands of a hostile world. 
As the lot of the Jew became brighter his synagogues emerged from their 
retirement, No longer hidden away in poor and noisome neighbourhoods. 
they oceupied a prominent position in leading thoroughfares, courting and 
challenging attention, instead of seeking, as hitherto, to vscape 
lt. The change was the result of an improvement in the position of 
the worshippers ; but it meant twothings. It signified that the Jew was no 
longer afraid of exhibiting his religion and his worship to the gaze of the

world, and it indicated, too, the end of that isolation, as pernicious to the

DEATH OF THE REV. .P. 


We regret to announce the death, on Saturday evening, of the Rev. Phineas 
Ornstien, Kkeader and Secretary of the orough New synagogue and secretary of 
the Borough Jewish Schools. The deceased resided in the South of London 
during the whole of his life, and from his youth upwards interested hims If in 
the religious welfare of the community. For many years he acted as Honorary 
Reader of the old synagogue in St. George's Road, Southwark, and in recog- 
nition of his services and the high esteem and affectionate regird in which he 
was then held by the members of the congregation—which he retained till the 
date of his lamented death—he was presented in May, 1860, with a testimonial, 
consisting of a silver salver with a suitable inscription. The late Rev. P. Ornstien 
took an important and leading part in assisting to;found the new synagogue and 
schools; now situated in Heygate Strect, Walworth. During their construction 
he worked assiduously as Secretary of the Building Committee and since the 
opening of both institutions has striven diligently to promote their welfare. He 
was a constant visitor atthe homes of the Jewish poor and sick in the South 
London districts, and was ever foremost in alleviating sorrow and misfortune. 
He was one of the regular Honorary Visitors of the Visiting Committee of the 
United Synagogue, and among the institutions he had to visit was Her Majesty's 
Prison for Females at Millbank. Owing, however, to ill-health he was recently 
reluctantly compelled to relinquish these duties. He was held in great respect 
by the officials of the prison, and on his severing his connection with the work of 
that establishment three weeks ago, the Rev. C. ?. Merrick, the ‘haplain, addresse | 
him a letter, in which he writes that “our acquaintance has been a source of 
pleasure to me, and I shall regret as much on pers mal grounds as those with 
reference to your visiting the poor Jewish prisoners imprisoned here, the cause 
which will prevent us from seeing and greeting you as formerly.” 

The mortal remains of the deceased were interred at West Ham Cemetery, 
on Monday, and laid beside those of his wife, whom he survived but nine days. 
The funeral service was read by his colleague, the Rev. 8. Levy, A’ deputation 
of the Exeentive and Committee of the Borough New Synagogue followed the 
remains to the grave, as did also several boys attending the Borough Jewish 
Schools, with their Head Master, Mr. B. Lelyveld, and bearing the school banner. 
A large number of the late Mr. Ornstien’s congregants and iinisters of several 
London synagogues also attended the funeral. His death is deeply mourn d not 
only by the immediate membcrs of his family, but by his congregants whom he 
has most honourably served during a period of thirty three years. This good and 
meritorious career will live long in the memory of many.—A’a’3s'7'Ti

DEATH OF THE REY. HW. MILLEM., t 


A somewhat tragic termination has occurred to the incident-at the meeting 
on Tuesday, of the Council of the United Synagogue, at which Lord Rothschild 
the Chairman, with much dignity and good feeling reprimanded the Kev. 1. Mulem, 
the Secretary and Second Reader of the East London Synagague, for lis miscon- 
duct ata recent wedding at the Princes Street Synagogue. On his way home 
from the meeting, Mr. Millem was taken il] and drove to Dr. Fordham, 75, Mile 
End Road, and shortly afterwards expired, evidently from an affection of the 
heart. 

The deceased was a native of the Hague, and came to England at an early 
age. He was not specially trained for the Jewish ministry. For many years he 
was a member of the choir of the New Synagogue, Great St. Helens. On the 
resignation of the Rev. Mr. Wallenstein, he was appointed Keader of the German 
Synagogue in New Broad Street, a post which he held until the opening of 
the Kast London Synagogue in March 1877, when he was elected Second Reader 
and Secretary. He was a member of the Committee of the Hand in Iland 
Asylum, the Soup Kitchen and a few other institutions. He leaves a wife and 
eight children,

In regard to drunkenness Pha 
the Jews observed the ancient duty imposed upon their people of setting an example 
to their fellow-countrymen, This was an advantage which they could not under. 
rate, and he trusted the rulers of Russia would be influenced by the fecling which 
ought to exist—the desire to treat all subjects alike, and at least to give those who 
were peaceable and orderly persous the advantage of the protection of the Govern.

ler ferred to Morocco, Morocco was under a ruler who had not perhaps the 
authority desirable. Though the French were anxious to annex his dominions, they 
did not exercise much control over him, so that hitherto there had been onthreak« 
from time to time directed againstthe Jewish subjects, and deplorable events happened 
at Demnat from which the Jews severely suffered, andtwo persons came to an untimely 
ceath through the attacks made upon them by the population, The Joint Committes 
of the Anglo-Jewish Association and the Board of Deputies took active steps to bring 
not only the condition of these particular Jews, but of the Jews generally, before Her 
Majesty's Government, in order if possible to bring about a better state of things. 
Understanding that the American Government were also taking great interest in 
the position of affairs there, they also entered into communication with Colone] 
Mathews, the American Consul-General. The result was that the whole condition 
of the Jews had been revised, jn the sense that they were placed under the protec. 
tion of two persons named by the Ameri an authorities. The consequence was tha; 
t!ey might look forward with confidence that there would be no renewal of the 
attackesnuch aa those be had referred to. Her Majesty's Government, too, did something 
in this respect, and tothem the Committee had expressed their warmest thanks. 
There was no doubt that the American Government ¢id a great deal mort, and the 
Committee had passed Coleone? Matthews a well-deserved vote of thanké&, and had 
recorded their acknowledgments to the United States Government. Even uncivi- 
lixed Morocco had, therefore, set an example to the nominally civilised Government 
of Roumania, because the authorities did investigate the outrages complained of. 
and had come to an arrangement which would give their Jowish subjects a prospect 
of peaceable existence. No such thing had occarred in Roumania. He approached 
the subject as to the exact position of affairs in Roumania with regret and almost 
shame. He could not help remembering that the Roumanisn Government obtained 
its independent existence by promisirg the Conference at Berlin that it would give 
perfect equality to all its subjects, Jews and Christians alike; and the promise thus 
made in the face of Europe had been broken, because nothing had been done to 
render the existence of the 200.000 Jews in Roumania tolerable: but the condition 
was such as to make it impo.sible for them to earn an honest livelihood. Although 
the Jews there had been established for centuries, they were looked upon as aliens, 
Notwithstanding the promise given at Berlin, that difference of religion should not 
create any difference of position, no Jew was allowed to be naturalised without 
coiog throngh most difficult formalities, which ia many cases it was impossible to 
comply with. In many cases ten years’ residence was necessary. The cost of 
naiurali-ation being heavy, poor people were not able to obtain it, and in many 
cases where the requirements had been complied with the petition to the 
had been refuted. What was more remarkable was that even if a 
person did oblain the papers necessary for the purpose of naturalisation. and was 
admitted as a permanent subject that did not confer the same privilege upon his 
children; and the cons:quence was that the children of a person so naturalised 
would be treated as aliens (shame). In many casts Jews were not allowed to live 
in the country because aliens were not allowed to have a settlement there, and in 
inany cases, also, they were rot permitted to live in the town because every occu- 
pat on was shut ont from them. Inaddition tothat, there was another important fact, 
for he remembered that, notwithstanding, a Jew might show every kind of liberality 
and found scholarships, yet no Jewish scholar was allowed to obtain such scholar- 
ship (shame). Hesaw in the Jewish Chronicle on Friday last a ‘statement of a 
simple fact, which hethought was very indicative of the feelings of the Roumanians 
tovards the Jews:

So the Roumanians even persecuted children at school, Again, they would remem 
ber that only last year a law was passed directed against Jewish hawkers. [le 
believed there were 5,000 Jewish hawkers, By the unjust manner in which the law 
had been applicd not less than 20,000 of the Jewish subjects of Roumania hard been 
reduced tothe verge of starvation. There was not a decent occupation they wer 
allowed to fill. They must not be chemists and must not hold any public employ- 
ments. There was, in fact, scare*ly anything a Jew could doin Roumani2 to obtain 
an honest and a decent livelihood. He was constantly harassed by acta of petty 
persecution, making bis life a berden. If aJew who was not naturalised desired to 
leave the country, in order to obtain a livelihood elsewhere, he could obtain permis- 
sion only after considerable expense and difficulty, and could not return. The result 
waz that if aman went to America, and if he went back to fetch his wife and 
farmily he would be unable to doit, In fact, from first to last, from ‘the school to 
the grave, the Roumanians made the lives of Jews a burden to\them. Their 
alleged religious equality was only a profession, and they did all they eould to 
oppress the Jews and make them an object of hatred to their fellow-countrymen. 
The efforts of the Ass ciation np to the present time in regard to Roumania ha 
been uusatisfactory, becanse they had nos yet been able to obtain any redress for the 
evils to which he had referred. It was, therefore, the duty of the Anglo-Jewish 
Association and the Alliance Isra¢lite, and any one who had any authority in this 
country or clsewhcre, to urge in every possible way upon the Goveraments of 
Europe the desirability of their interfering in Roumania, in order to produce 4 
happier state of things, (Hearhear.) In reference to this subject, he drew attel- 
tion to a despatch from Lord Salisbury of 2lst. January, 157%, stating, 
“Her Majesty's Government do not consider 1 he passing of a law to enable Jews to 
apply individually to the Roumanian Legislature for nataralisation would be a sufli- 
cient compliance with thearticle of the Treaty of Berlin, which provides for the 
removal of all re igious disabilities in Roumania.”’ He trusted that a deputation 
which had been proposed to wait upon the Government might be received, and that 
ller Majesty's Government might take more active steps to improve the condition 
of the Jews in Roumania (cheers). That was the country of persecution at the pre- 
sent time,and that was the country to which all their efforts must be directed 
(iiear hear), Ile thought that the Jews of Germany ought to be able to doa great 
deal to assist them in this matter, In Austria they had had the enormous advantage 
of the constant support of the Austrian Government. which had shown not only 
through its ministers, but through the highest authority in the country, the Emperor, 
the desire that perfect equality should reign. As Austria and Hyangary had set such 
a good example ,he hoped that the Government of Germany would be able to ass 
them in this most ri:hteous work. (Hear hear.) Leaving the chapter of perseck: 
tions, he would ro on to the pleasanter subject of elucation. In the report it Ww oa 
stated that 5,000 children were being maintained at the expense of the Anglo-Jew: 
ish Association. He had himself seen the advantage of the school established a 
Bombay. Besides the 5,000 children being educated, he believed it was caleu < 
that there were at least 10.000 who ought to be at school and were not there. *

far as he could tell, he thought that calculation was insufficient, He thought there

a ch of the Association, Mr. E. M. Henriques, had a proposal to establish a fund 
hich he thought would be of enormons advantage to increase the number of 
“nildren being educated. They could not help being struck by the fact that the 
ene Iaraclite had an annual income of £8,000 a year, and that of the Anglo- 
Jewish Association was only £2.000. He, for one, desired to see something more 
lone to inerease the income. Mr. E. M. Henriques proposed the establishment of a 
‘and of £20,000 for the purpose of promoting education inthe East. He thought 
that if all those who could do it would give £210 each, to be spread over five years, 
the fund might be formed. He (the ¢ hairman) trusted that those who were in & 

soaition would gend in their names as subscribers to this fund. He did not mean to 
exclude persons not able to give them so large a sum, but who were prepared to asaist 
in this desirable object. He thought that the more people who subscribed to the 
fund the better. It was most important that this education fund should be largely 
supported. He hoped, therefore, that the matter would receive due attention, and 
that the large sum of money mentioned would be collected. The reports with regard 
to the schools which they had in different parts of the world were eminently encou- 
raging. ‘There was one thing done by the Council of the Association of which he 
cordially approved. Major Goldsmid, as they were aware, undertook a journey to 
Jerusalem last year to consider the question of teaching Jewish children there trades, 
Asa result a working technical instractor had been appointed to go out there and 
give Jewish children an opportunity ef learning useful trades, That wasa method 
of improving ths condition of the Jews which he strongly recommended to their 
attention, because it was giving the children the best means of supporting themselves, 
What he desired to impress upon them was that they who were ina happy condition 
here must really use more exertions to improve the condition of the Jewn who were 
less fortunate in other parts of the world. It was their bounden duty. Ile was 
authorised to say that the new peer, Lord Rothschild, would be happy to become a 
enbectiber to the Anglo-Jewish Association. Heonly mentioned thisin order to ask 
each of them in their position to endeavour to increase the number of. subscribers 
in order that the reproach, which he thought lay at the doors of the Association, 
might be removed —the reproach that they did not show the same energy a3 their 
French brethren. There was no doubt Baron Hirsch, M, Goldschmidt and other 
gentlemen had set an excellent example in the most handsome subscriptions they 
gave, and he trusted that benefactors would arise in this country who would en- 
deavour to follow that splendid example in order that the position of Jews throughout 
the world might be improved, and in order that the time might come when they 
might be able to say that persecution had ceased (cheers), He trusted that by the 
increased energy of their members Roumania and other persecuting countries 
might be indaced to see the folly of their ways, because he believed it to be a 
well known fact that where the Jews were oppressed the people of the country 
itself did not prosper, and the hetter ths Jews were treated the happier was the con- 
dition of their fellow-countrymen. In conclusion he expressed a wish for the 
increaved prosperity af the Association, and propos od the a lopti m of the re port, 
(Cheers). | 
Mr. F. D. Mocatta, in seeonding the motion, said he regretted the absence of 
Baron llenry de Worms. who was about to occupy a function extremely useful to 
the general community and the country. It was also a great satisfaction to them 
that Lord Rothschild had been summonel to the House of Peers. He valued this 
distinction because of the impression it was likely to create in less favoured coan- 
tries, The Report showed that a large number of ladies and gentlemen were work- 
ing towards a very useful object. The Report had passed over the question of 
Russia in a very few lines. Nevertheless they must remember that the condition 
of the Jews in that country was very galling and unhappy still. Though they 
were not burned or massacred, they still were unable to move from one part of the 
country to another to perform the industries they wished to perform, and they were 
regarded as pariahs. He feared that many years would elapse before the condition 
of the Jews in Roumania wae vastly improved. It was only to be hoped that the 
200,000 Jews there would largely emigrate. If anything were to happen on a large 
vale in the attempted emigration of the Jewa, the Roumanians woul! feel what a 
deadly blow to their commerce and prosperity would be the voluntary exile of so 
valuable a constituent to its resources as the Jews. ‘There certainly would be a 
change in the course of a number of years in all these persecuting countries, but it 
was their duty to make the period of torture which the Jews underwent as short 
as it could possibly be. With regard to the question of education, he said that was 
a portion of the work of the Association which claimed very great support, because 
if they could succeed in providing proper schools wherever they were wanted, and 
also in providing technical schools, they would do much to mitigate the prejudice 
of those by whom they were surrounded and inerease the well-being of the Jewish 
population. Unfortunately, in Rassia they could not place schoolsas they wishrd ; 
but there were other countries in Eastern Europe. Eastern Asia, and Northern Africa 
where there were large congregations of Jews excessively poor, and wherever they 
had had the wivantage of elucation that had been the means of keeping them to- 
gether. Hitherto in the Talmud Tora Schools they only gave an outline cf the 
Jewish religion, and did not teach the children the language of the country. He 
was happy to say that they were breaking through that system,and in certain of 


the schools were teaching the children the vernacular and the outlines of certain: 


other subjects of education. The Report said they were educating 5.000 children, 
and that others required instruction. He thought there must be 50,000 boys and 
girls requiring instruction, At Constantinople itself, where he was last winter, 

ere was a population of 40,000 Jews, most of \hem in great poverty. The schoo! 
accommodation was only for 1,300 or 1,400, and there were three times that number 
requiring instruction. These children knew little of the Turkish language, and their 
families in eome cases were speaking fifteenth century Spanish. There was no country, 
except England and Fiance, where greater toleration was shown to the Jews than 
in the Turkish Empire, and yet they were not advanced in the social seale, ‘There- 
fore it was their duty to see that those children were cducated and put in a pos ton 
to raise themselves, Ile haile i Mr. Henriques'’s propos: l with pleasure, and hoped 
that henceforth instruction would be carried out more liberally, When they con- 
sidered that 50,000 children required instruction, the sum of £1,000 was a mere 
trifle to carry out the work. He urged that they ought to do equally as much in 
this direction as the Alliance Israélite, 

The Rev, Professor MARKS gaid he thought education was one of the ways in 
which to remove persecution. He was convinced from an expericnee of sixty years 
that much of the improvement in the condition of the Jews was certainly owing 
to education, 

The resolution was carried. It was then announced that ten geatlemen had 
mised to give £200 towards the Special Education Fund, and that Mr. David 
Schloss had promised £100 in five years, provided nineteen other gentlemen sub- 

scribed a similar sum. : 

The CHAIRMAN then referred to the appointment which Baron Henry de Worms 
had received in the Government, They greatly rejoiced at the honour which had 

done to him by Lord Salisbury, e proposed that a vote of thanks be given 
to their President for his services during the year, and that they offer him their 
cordial congratulations on the occasion of his present appointment. 

Mr, Serjeant Simon, M.P., seconded the motion. They were all aware of the yreat 
zeal with which Baron Henry de Worms had devoted himself to the work of the Asso-

depr tation should wait upon the Government as soon as possible in reference to 
Roumania in accordance with the resolution passed by the Council. It was upon 
the understanding that Roumania would establish complete religious liberty that 
she was recognised by the Berlin Congross as an independent kingdom. and in his 
opinion the time had come when they should take steps to compel Roumania to 
carry out its undertaking. This was a matter m which they could not afford to 
wait. Now was the time, and if they. let it slip they might not again have so 
favourable an opportunity. They must not forget that they now had atthe head of Her 
Majesty's Government the very Minister who was one of England's representatives 
at the Berlin Conference. He was one of those Ministers who, in conjunction with 
Lord Beaconsfield, signed the Berlin Convention. Lord Beaconsfield preased for reli- 
gious equality and was supported by Lord Salisbury. Then when Baron de Worms 
introduced a deputation some yesrs ago they heard what Lord Salisbury said. He 
manfully and nobly recognised the principle which he himself aided to establish at 
the Conference at Berlin. He considered therefore they had a most favourable 
opportunity for presenting their case to Lord Salisbury, and he hoped there would 
be no delay in the ma‘ter. He had no doubs Lord Salisbury woyld do what he 
could to aid the cause of their suffering brethren, . He thought that,the only means 
of getting at the Roumanians was by exposing their abominable conduct. If Her 
Majesty's Government could not interfere, they would have to appeal to public 
opinion, They knew the Roumanians wanted to be considered civilsed, and they 
wouldshrink from being held up té the scorn of the world. He malvised them to 
make known tothe civilised world what was going on only thrée or four days’ 
journey from London, and that these poor people were hunted to death, their lives 
made a torture to them, and every principle of human nature violated, He thought 
these remarks came appropriate at a time when they were celebrating the tr umph 
of religious freedom in this country,and he wished to impress upon them that 
having attained their present position, they should not forget the duty of succouring 
those who suffered in foreign lands, (Applause). 

Mr. L. ScurLoss stated that within the next few days steps would be taken to 
obtain permission for adepatation to wait upon Lord Salisbury.

The Association, however, will only be 
able to attend to such warningsif its financial status should be liberally improved.— V1.

He adds that the 
Haskeni School is in need of repair, and he entreats the Association to procure pect 
niary aid for the purpose of improving the premises.

CONSECRATION OF THE DALSTON SYNAGOGUE, 


On Sunday last the new “ Dalston” Synagogue, in Poct’s Road, Canonbury, 
was consecrated with an impressive choral service in the presence of a large and 
representative assemblage. - An unusual and interesting feature of the ceremony 
was the laying of the last stone of the building—‘“ the Crowning Stone of the 
Ark "—by Mr. Samuel Montagu, who, although not immediately connected with 
the synagogue or the district, has greatly assisted in the establishment of 
the “ Dalston ” Congregation and the erection of the new structure. The large 
and efficient choir, composed of members of the choirs of the Great, St. John’s 
Wood, and other synagogues, was under the able and experienced direction of 
Mr. Henri de Solla, choirmaster of the Great Synagogue, who also presided at the 
harmonium ; and with the exception of two compositions by the late Mr. Mombach, 
all the music sung on the occasion was composed by the Rev. M. Hast, whe con- 
ducted the principal portions of the service. 

Shortly after three o'clock the Service was commenced vy the Rev. M. Hast 
melodiously chanting the four verses from the Hallel, Psalin exviii. 21-24 

Mr. Samuel Montagu, who was accompanied by Messrs. Freeman Cohen, 
(President), M. Rozelaar (Vice-President), S. Simons (Treasurer), 8. F. Cohen 
(Honorary Secretary), and N.S. Joseph (Architect), then, from the small choi 
gallery over the Ark, proereded to vlace in position the ** Crowning Stone of the 
Ark.” This was laid with the formalities usually attending the ceremony of 
laying a foundation stone. The President in presenting in the name of his 
colleagues a handsome massive trowel (with a suitable inscription) to Mr. 
Montagu, said: “ Mr. Montagu, I am deputed by the Dalston Congregation to 
on to you this Trowel wherewith to lay the crowning stone of this holy 

uilding. I feel greatly honoured that this task has been allotted to me, particu- 
larly when presenting it to such a good and charitable Jehudi as you are known 
to be, and in doing so I wish you long life and happiness.’ Mr. Montagu expressed 
his thanks for the honour which had been done to him and for the handsome

At 
the conclusion of the circuits, Mr. Algernon E. Sydney, the honorary solicitor of 
the United Synagogue, opened the Ark and deposited the Scrolls of the Law in 
the sacred depositary.

sclousness of fealty to your religions obligations, It is a long time shinee thie 
necessity pressed itself upon you of havinga place of worship nearer your homes te 
which you might resort on every Sabbath with your wives and children witha m 
é ntailing too great a fatigue upon you. For nine years you were content to ert 
ble in a temporary building despite its many hindrances to comfort But care ow 
men in your midst bestirred themselves they laboured assiduously until ‘d 
a resting place for the Ark of the Lord. The foundations of the house were stror 1 
laid. You strove to make it worthy by its beauty of Him to whose honour it i 
dedicated. With loving care the work was planned ; with intelligent skill it bse 
executed, The workmen in their different stations, and with their different falta. 
laboured diligently to bring it to its final e mmpletion. And now vou who reste ra 

deep an interest in this building ; you, who raised it like a tender plant , you wh 1 
month by month, and week by week, wetched its rise, and you who enter it thisd 
for the first time and admire its graceful forms and trace its delicate ontlines—all 
of you are filled with grateful thanks to God, who has permitted you to bring your 
sabours to a successful issue ; and you keep the dedication of this house of God with

joy. But there are other and not insignificant causes that increase o 
of satisfaction, The history of Anglo-Judaism is one of steady but slow Progress - 
one difficulty after another surmounted, one civil right after another achieved. 
Within the last few days we have advanced by a bound. Not merely that a coreli. 
gionist has been appointed to an important post in the administration of the coun. 
try, but by the elevation of the President of the United Synagogue to the P 
the very crowning stone of the Ark of onr Emancipation has been laid, Think not 
brethren, that this metaphor is bold or profane. The fabric of our civil and reli. 
gious liberty built up so anxiously in troublous times is to us a palladiom : to our 
brethren in other less favoured countries it is a pledge of security and help, so that 
not only we, but asin former days, NMI SIAN, the rest of the children of the 
Captivity are glad with us, And indeed, my congregants, when we bear in mind 
that it is exactly 200 years ago, that under a certain Statute thirty-seven Jewish 
merchants were suddenly arrested on the Royal Exchange for not attending any 
church, and were only liberated on the personal intervention of the new king 
James If., when I call to mind the fierce and passionate protests I have myself heard 
in the house of Peers against the admission of so-called Deicides to the Legislature 
we cannot fail to be inspired with profound gratitude to Him* who watching over 
Israel, brings about wondrous changes. We must acknowledge that the Lord hath 
done great things for us, whereof we are glad, and with the Psalmist we exclaim 
* We think of thy loving kindness, O God. in the midst of thy temple.” But our 
feelings of pride and satisfaction must evince themsclves in action, And first with 
respect to the duty of the nour, The Book of Ezra continues to recount the number 
of sacrifices that were brought for thank, and peace and sin offerings ;: certainly not 
to be compared in number with those brought at the dedicatioa of Solomon's Tem. 
ple, for the people had been greatly impoverished ; yet acceptable unto the Lord for 
they gave according to their ability, Brethren, you are aware that voluntary con- 
tributions to the maintenance of-synagogues have to some extent taken the place of 
the sacrifices of former days. Magy of you have already given your willing offer. 
ings, but the entire cost of erecting this edifice has not yet been defrayed, Thirteen 
hundred pounds are yet required. And it is surely not meet that it should at its 
very opening be hampered and trammelled and crippled by the incubus of a debt, 
And let me remind you that the synagogue requires Scrolls of the Law and vest- 
ments, 03) '93 and other sacred appurtenances of divine worship, and it is right and 
fitting that some of you should imitate theexample set by pious res dents in this district, 
who have dedicated 711 55 to the service of this synagogue. Bat it is not such a 
sacrifice only that God demands of you, not merely the offeriog of dead and dum» 
materials, but of living and spiritual beings, the sacrifice of yourrelves, of every low 
and unworthy thought, of every selfish and unholy desire. As the author of the 
NWA VY sings: “Lf will build an altar within me with the fragments of my stony 
heart that has veen rent in twain, and thereon shall my prayers ascend unto Thee. 
Suffer not the services of this house to become a tedious waste, or to degenerate into 
a heartless form, It is said that certain miracles were wrorght for our ancestors in 
the Holy Temple ; that the rain never extinguished the fire arranged on the altar ; 
that the wind did not turn aside the pil'ar of smoke that curled straight upward : 
that however closely the worshippers were pressed, yet there was sufficient room for 
all ; that no scorpion or serpent ever stungin Jerusalem Way we not regard thess 
statements as guidances for our conduct within this sanctusry ? That we most not 
suffer the flame of our devotion to be quenched by vain imaginations, dreamy 
reveries and guilty thoughts, that our prayers must ascend straight to Heaven from 
a heart incensed with love and reverence,a mind imbued with seriousness and godly 
fear, that we must never allow feelings of physical discomfort to interfere with the 
quiet demeanour and revereut attitude befitting tne house of God, that in all our 
intercourse with our fellow men, but above all in religious matters, feelings of 
petty envy,the jealousy of small minds must never enter. And here I may, perhaps, 
be permitted to addressa few words of friendly encouragement to the members of a 
synagogue in an adjoining district. It is just possible that you entertain some little 
apprehension, lest the opening of tris synagogue may, to use the common-place 
phrase, inflict injury upon your own place of worship. Let me assure you that such 
an expression a3 one synagogue injuting another involves an anomaly, almost an 
absurdity. I admit thata synagogue can be harmed, and woefully injured, aye, 
ruined by schism and strife, if the ministers discharge their duties in a listless per- 
functory manner, if the congregants are apathetic and careless, But in this large, 
crowded metropolis, where our brethren flock in large numbers to open and health- 
ful suburbs such as these, surely coreligionists dwell in sufficient numbers to fill the 
synagogues that are erected. 1 can speak on this subject with some authority, as I 
have gone through this experience. When a new synagogue had been opened in 
close proximity to the place of worship with which I am more immediately con- 
nected, a depletion of members naturally resulted, I confess to a certain feeling of 
sadness when, on the first Sabbath after the consecration, I missed many familar 
and resp cted faces, But at the very next gathering for public worship the places 
that had become vacant had already been filled. Our synagogue had not saffered ; 
Judaism had decidedly gained, Anda this is the one thought that above and beyond 
all others we must cherish at this day's ceremonial, The synagogne, even like the 
‘Temple ef old, has to serve as a focus and spring of religious light and life to its 
members. You would be acting in a manner altogether unworthy of rational 
creatures, if you were tothink that you have fully accomplished your religions duty 10 
helping to erect a building of graceful form, an ark adorned with rich marbles and 
mosaics, In the account of Solomon's temple, the most minute description is given 
of its beautiful proportions, the Cedarof Lebanon and the gold of Ophir that were used, 
but in the very midst of these ‘specifications, as we may term them, tHere is an 
abrupt break. “And the word of the Lord came unto Solomon, saying ‘ Comcerning 
this house which thou art in building, if thou wilt walk in any statutes and execute 
my judgmentsand keep all my commandments, to walk in them: then wil} I dwell 
among the children of Israel] '’’—as though to impress the lesson upon the king that 
the erection of the sanctuary was but the means to anend. And thus we are told 
that as soon as the second temple had been dedicated, Ezra, with characteristic 
energy, prepared his heart to seek the Law of the Lord, to do it and to teach in 
Israel statutes and judgments. And thus should every minister acknowledge it his 
duty not merely to preach the Divine word from the pulpit, but to teach the mean- 
ing, the aim and end of our religious precepts to the young of his congregation, and 
to all that are willing to learn, For that is the purpose of our assemblies for divine 
worship to render us more consistent Jews and Jewesses, better men and women, 
more and more determined worthily to accomplish our vocation as Jews, to perform 
our duty in life, however great the exertions it may cost, zealously serving our 
fellowmen and the community, though it may entail some little sacrifice, making & 
resolute effort to throw off and discard every vice and fault that disfigures us, every 
petty meanness, all loudness and vulgarity, hating with an honest hate all 
trickery and deceit, seeking in our own earthly, every-day lives to find a 
place for the temple of the Lord, an habitation for the mighty Gol of Jacob. 
For this is the highest and holiest consecration, the consecration most neaded, the 
consecration of self, the dedication of our hearts and lives to God on high. Lift 
up your heads, O ye gates, and be ye lift up ye everlasting doors, and the King of 
Glory shallenter. Who is the King of Glory? The Lord strong and mighty, the 
Lord mighty in battle, who has been with us in the great battle-fields of the world, 
and has vanquished the bitter foes of bigotry and persecution, of cruel torture and 
oppressive tyranny, the Lord who will help us to grapple with sin and evil in their 
manifold forms, with irreligion and indifference, superstition, insolence, ani luxuri- 
ous selfishness! It is the Lord of Hosts, the Lord of all who ever have fought and 
will fight in His cause, the Lord of the beneficent ruler and the enlightened states- 
man, of the ardent teacher and the inspired poet, the Lord no less of the trader and 
artizan honest in their calling, the Lord of the husband and wife, father and mother, 
struggling to build up a pure and happy home, The Lord of Hosts, He is the Kin 
of Glory, of that glory and of that honour which belong to every thou ht an 
deed of sterling goodness, of every determined effort after virtue, truth, and purity, 
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God of Jacob! God of our salvation! To Thee who fillest heaven and earth with 
Thy glory, to Thee we consecrate this house, To the love and reverence and worship 
of Thee, One great and holy God, Father and Redeemer of all men! Grant that 

hosoever approaches Thee here with an anxious heart, bowed down with grief, 
2 feel his sorrow assuaged and his burden lightened. May he who comes before 
eh the confession of his sinfulness trembling on his lips, be received of Thee in 
sina May they who weep for the lows of a tender child, a beloved parent, they 
who bewail the rupture of life's: holiest tie, find comfort and strength in Thee. 
Thou who teachest the law unto Thy people Israel, to tnee we consecrate the holy 
Ark and the precious Scrolls of the Law which pious donors have enshrined therein. 
Grant that whenever they are unrolled, the assembled congregation may listen to 
the inspired words of truth with rapt devotion and resolve to mould their lives by 
the precepts they enforce. Take this community under Thy benign protection. 
Grant Thy recompense unto all who have helped to rear this house, to all who will 
maintain it henceforth by the devotion of their means, intelligence, and energies to 
ite service. Send Thy light and Thy truth to Thy servants who will here minister unto 
Thee and teach Thy holy will with single-minded self-denying zeal. We implore Thy 
blessing upon the United Synagogue, its leaders and officers. We crave Thy help for 
the dispersed throughout the globe. Lord of Lords! King of Kings! 
To Thy providence we commend our dear country, our beloved Queen and her royal 
house, Endow with wisdom her ministers and her counsellors assembled in Parlia- 
meut, Send peace, health, and prosperity upon earth. We pray unto Thee for those 
that are weak and sick and aged. Cast them not off in the time of their old age, 
when their strength faileth, forsake them not, We pray unto Thee for our young, 
that in the heyday of their youth they may not forget Thee, that they may not 
throw off their allegiance to Thee, their faith, and their community. We pray unto 
Thee for Zion. Bless our endeavours for her re-generation, Let the time not be 
distant when Sharon shall be a-fold of flocks and the valley of Achor a place for 
the herds to lie down in, when Thy gracious promise shall be accomplished, Behold 
| create Jerusalem a rejoicing and her people a joy. Amen ! 

At the conclusion of the sermon, Dr. Adler opened the Ark and the Rev. 
Hermann Gollancz, minister of the congregation, read thé Prayer for the Royal 
Family. 

Mr. S. F. Cohen, honorary secretary of the Building Committee, read a list of 
gifts of Scrolls and appurtenances to the synagogue, and donations to the Building 
Fund amounting to £270. 

The Dedication Ode was then sung, an1 13">Y having been said, the service was 
brought to a conclusion with the singing of the 150th Psalin. 


The Synagogue is a handsome building inthe Romanesque style of archi- 
tecture, and has been erected from the designs and under the superintendence of 
Mr. N.S. Joseph. The synagogue proper 1s approached from it spacious vestibule 
40 fect long and 20 feet wide, having the principal frontage in Poet's Road. It 
is, oS usual, a galleried building , on the ground floor it measures 62 feet by 4G 
fect, exclusive of the apse enclosing the Ark, and on. the gallery level it has an 
extreme length of 97 feet. The nave is bounded-on the north and south sides by 
a line of iron columns, which carry the galleries and have a corresponding upper 
tier of columns with enriched capitals surmounted by Roman arches, which form 
an ureade on each side. The chief feature of the interior is, as usual, the Ark. 
This is a beautiful structure, deeply recessed in a vau!ted and cotfered apse, and 
constructed of Caen Stone, with columns and inlay of costly marbles. As in the 
New Wert End Synagogue, there will be no‘cartain. The sliding doors of the 
Ark are of walnut, ebony, and mahogany. Immediately above these doors is a 
tympanum containing the “two tables of stone,” on which are inscribed the 
initial words of the Decalogue, in a rich setting of ceramic mosaic, a Byzantine 
pattern on a gold ground. The pediment over the tympanum is surmounted by 
the Jewish emblem, “ the Shield of David”, as a finial, and it was this finial which 
Mr. Samuel Montagu set as the last stone of the synagogue. The Ark, rising 
from a floor of marble, with a flight of -steps 18 feet wide, presents a most 
striking appearance. In front of the Ark steps is placed the pulpit, constructed 
wholly of marble and brass, ‘The Almemar, or reading platform, is placed in. the 
position exceptionally adopted in this country, namely in the centre of the build- 
ing, but the choristers being relegated to an obscure position in a gallery at the 
rear of, and above, the Ark, the Almemar is reduced to the minimum dimensions 
and does not present the obstructive feature which somewhat inars the appear- 
ance of many of our places of worship. It is constructed of pine wood with 
ar of bird’s eye maple and mouldings of mahogany, and is surmoun‘tedSby a 
iandsome gilt railing. The Wardens’ seats are placed in front of the Almemar. 
The gallery seats are arranged on a novel principle of slopes, and are so disposed 
that from every seat, even the hindmost, both the preacher and the reader are 
well seen. The gangways seem somewhat narrow, and although we are inform od 
that the arrangements for exit are specially devised to secure the rapid emptying 
of the building in case of panic—there being three distinct exits—we should not 
be surprised to learn ‘that they are found to be inadequate. The synagogue con- 
tains seats for above 500 worshippers, and ample space has been reserved for a 
larger number, if, as seems probable, further accommodation should be needed. 

Adjoining the vestibule, and also facing Poet's Road, is the residence for 
the minister, with a spacious meeting room on the ground floor, for the use of 
the Board of Management. The elevation towarls the road is constructed of 
white brick and terra cotta, 

ihe whole of the buildings are most solidly built, and reflect great credit on 
the contractor, Mr. Pritchard, of Old Street. The Ark and all its ornamental 
details, including all the marble work, was supplied by Messrs. Searle and Son, 
the stained glass by Mr. Charles Evans, and the terra cottaby Messrs. Welcock, 
of Leeds, The design of the windows on the ground floor do not add to'the 
architectural effect.

JEWISH HIGH SCHOOL FOR 


Sir Saunt SAMURL, K.C.M.G., President of the Jewish High School for Girls, 
Cheniesa Street, Bedford Square, distributed the prizes to the pupils of that school 
on Wednesday afternoon. Among those present were - Lady Samuel, Mrs, Cyril 
Flower, Miss Isabel Goldsmid, Miss Emma Goldsmid, the Rev. A. Lowy, Messrs. H, 
Guedalla, W, Josepha, A. L. Josephs, F. D. Mocatta, E. M. Micholls, 

The Honorary Secretary (Mr. A, L, Josephs) read the reports of the Examiners 
in secular and religious subjects, Messrs, Ch. F. King, B.A., and the Rev. A. Lowy. 

Mr. King reported : The examination has comprised Latin, French, German, 

Mathematics (Geometry and Algebra), Aritme ic, English Language and Literature, 
History, Geography (Physical and Political), Natural History, &c. In all these 
subjects the various divisions havo done remarkably well, the most satisfactory fea- 
ture being an almost general excellence, with only a few faulty papers. Altogether 
there is more than!sufficient evidence to show that the school fully maintains the 
reputation of former years, and the result reflects the highest credit both on teachers 
and pupils, 
_ The Rev, A, Léwy wrote: The examination embraced the following five sub- 
jects—Reading, Translation, G:ammar, Bible History, and Religion. The pupils 
have acquitted themselves remarkably well ; many of them have given proof that 
they are not simply industrious, bat that they combine thoughtfulness and a habit 
of reflection with their painstaking work. 

, The CHAIRMAN, after distributing the prizes, addressed the meeting. He ex- 
pressed regret that greater advantage was not taken of the school, which, chiefly 
through the generosity of Miss Isabel Goldsmid, offered the advantagesof a superior 
education to Jewish as well as to non-Jewish children, He was ata loss to under- 
stand why the members of their own community did not send their children to the 
institution, which was by no means a charity school, and was one) to which the 
wealthiest might entrust their offspring. Nor was it in any way a strictly denomi- 
national school, for two members of the Christian faith had recently joined the 
Committee, and, as he had a'ready stated, Christians were also received at the school 
as pupils. He was glad to hear that a number of old pupils were present that day. 
Their attendance was a sign that they still took considerable interest in the school 
in which they were educated, and animated as they were with such a sentiment, it 
was through their recommendations that the Committee hoped to increase the 
number of scholars, 

On the motion of Mr, WALTER Josernus, a vote of thanks was passed to the 
Committee, 

The Rev. A. Lowy, in acknowledging the vote, complimented Miss Alice Levy, 
the Hebrew Governess, on the excellence of her tuition. He also mentioned that 
the course of evening lectures, including one by Mr, A. G. Henriques,, would be 
resumed in the winter, and that he would then continue his course of’ lectures on 
the Hebrew language during school hours. 

Mr. F. D. MocattTa propo-ed a-vote of thanks to the Chairman, and incidentally 
mentioned that all the teachers, with the exception of the Head Mistrees, Mrs, Gill, 
had been trained at the school, 

Mr. H. GUEDALLA seconded the vote of thanks, which was acknowledged by 
the Chairman, who expressed his indebtedness to the Honorary Secretary and the 
Treasurer (Mr, Micholls).

JEWS AND THE VOLUNTEERS.—On Monday a meeting was held at the Mansion 
House, under the presidency of the Lord Mayor, to inaugurate the newly-formed 
Volunteer Forces Benevolent Association, Among those who took part in the pro- 
ceedings was the Rev. Dr. H, Adler, who moved, “ That this Association being a 
national organisation, deserves tha support and co-operation of all classes of the 
community.’ Dr. Adler said that were it not for the existence of the volunteer 
force, we should, in all probability, be forced like foreign natioos, to conscription, 
Some years ago, when the patriotism of the Jewish community was impugned, he 
took the trouble to find out how many of the 200,00 yolunteers were Jews, and 
found there were as many as 2,000, The force had increased since that, and no 
doubt the Jewish element had increased as well. He had at that time said, and he 
repeated most earnestly, that of all the subjects of her most gracious Majesty, no 
section were more deeply concerned for the honour and the highest interests of the 
Empire, or were more ready to make sacrifices for their sake, even to life itself, than 
those who professed the primeval faith. .
